In reply to the December 3, 2010 Interview Summary in connection with the above- 
identified application, the following Statement is provided. 

The interview was conducted by telephone and was initiated by the Examiner. No exhibit 
or demonstration was conducted. No specific claim was discussed. No specific prior art was 
discussed. No proposed amendments were discussed. 

The Examiner questioned how the four ports shown in Figure 1 on mounting plate 10 are 
coupled to the six channels 38, 40, 36, 38, 40 and 36 shown in Figure 2a by way of example. The 
undersigned pointed to page 7, lines 15-17, regarding the ports and channels and the fact that the 
outputs, for example 38 and 40, are connectable to outlet 24 as would be readily recognized by 



one of .ordinary skill in the art. The Examiner stated that he disagreed with this interpretation 
without providing any reason therefor.
